It  appears  that  the  citizens  have  changed  the  place  of 
holding  the  election  in  this  division  from  the  house  of  Geo. 
C.  Gutman,  West  College  avenue,  to  the  house  of  Catharine 
Dollinger,  Thirty-second  and  Thompson  streets,  in  confor- 
mity with  law,  as  will  show  by  the  accompanying  certified 
copy  of  the  proceedings  touching  the  same,  from  the  Pro- 
thonotary  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  with  which 
action  Councils  were  doubtless  not  aware.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations, to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  John  Rice, 
for  the  reimbursement  of  money  paid  foi'  the  construction 
of  a  sewer  across  the  intersection  of  Walnut,  Darby  avenue 
and  Tliirty-fourth  street,  have  given  the  matter  their  con- 
sideration, and  report  that  the  applicant  was  interested  in 
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the  erection  of  the  large  number  of  beautiful  residences,  now 
upon  the  blocks  bounded  by  Thirty-second  and  Thirty-fourth 
streets  and  Chestnut  and  Walnut  streets,  which  ctniverted 
low  and  unproductive  ground  into  property  yielding  a  large 
revenue  to  the  City.  The  sewer  asked  for,  so  far  as  it  lies 
in  front  of  the  properties,  was  paid  for  by  the  owners,  but 
owing  to  the  unusual  length  of  intersection  caused  by  the 
meeting  of  the  three  avenues  named,  Mr.  Rice  paid  for  the 
deficiency  caused  thereby,  amounting  to  $250.03,  being  paid 
conditioned  that  the  said  deficiency  may  be  provided  for  by 
Councils.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Couuoils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  this  day  approved  an  Ordinance 
entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  therefor." 

The  establishment  of  a  Paid  Fire  Department  has  become 
a  necessity,  and  I  concur  with  you  in  the  opinion  expressed 
by  3'our  enactment  of  this  Ordinance  that  the  people  of  this 
City,  desirous  that  the  Department  should  like  all  other 
Departments  of  the  City,  be  exclusively  under  municipal 
regulation  and  control ;  but  there  is  in  this  Ordinance, 
though  I  liave  approved  it,  one  objectionable  clause,  to  the 
relbrmation  of  which  I  invito  your  attention,  although  I 
would  not  permit  my  objection  to  a  lesser  evil  to  induce  me 
to  countenance  a  greater,  such  as  the  existence  of  a  A'^oluu- 
teer  Fire  Department  had  grown  to  be. 

The  Ordinance  provides  that  there  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Select   Council   three    Fire    Commissioners;    and   by    the 
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Common  Council,  four ;  and  it  contains  the  following  ex- 
pression, to  wit: 

"  The  minority  in  each  Chamber  shall  at  all  times  be 
represented  by  one  Member  in  said  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners." This  clause  though  plain  to  yourselves,  is  not 
free  from  doubt  in  its  legal  interpretation,  and  might  be 
very  embarrassing  in  its  execution.  I  assume  that  the 
minority  mentioned  in  the  Ordinance  refers  to  the  political 
minority,  although  it  is  not  so  expressed, — it  is  true  that  at 
tills  time  the  Members  of  Councils  are  divided  into  two 
political  parties  only,  but  there  may  come  a  time  when 
there  Avill  be  three  political  parties  in  one  or  both  Chambers 
of  Councils;  and  it  would  then  be  difficult  to  enforce  the 
terms  of  your  Ordinance  according  to  its  spirit,  or  perhaps, 
to  administer  them  at  all. 

Whenever  the  right  of  political  minorities  to  be  repre- 
sented, has  been  recognized  by  the  Legislature,  it  has  been 
by  allowing  the  votes  to  cast  for  less  than  the  whole  num- 
ber to  be  elected,  thus  securing  to  the  minority  their  repre- 
sentation ;  the  only  exception  to  this,  that  I  recollect,  is  to 
be  found  in  the  Law  of  1869,  relating  to  the  general  elec- 
tions in  this  City,  where  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men are  authorized  to  'make  choice  for  the  minority  and 
the  unfairness  of  this  seems  to  be  admitted. 

Your  Ordinance  provides  that  all  the  Commissioners  (as 
well  those  representing  the  minority  as  the  others)  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  majority,  all  of  them  required  to  be  highest 
in  voles — each  Member  of  Council  being  allowed  to  vote 
for  the  full  number — and  it  is  very  questionable  whether, 
in  the  legal  construction  of  this  clause,  the  minority  can  be 
represented  by  any  one  not  of  its  own  choice.  All  legisla- 
tion should  be  plain,  and  should  be  free  from  ambiguity — it 
is  far  better  that  you  should  say  political  minority,  if  as  I 
have  assumed  you  intended  it  such  to  be  ;  and  it  would 
certainly  be  better  that  the  minority  should  select  its  own 
representative,  and  to  such  changes  as  will  bring  about  this 
result  I  earnestly  invite  your  attention. 

The  disbandment  of  the  volunteer  system,  for  many 
years  our  pride,  but  for  the  last  few  years  not  so  much  so 
— is  a  measure  so  important  as  to  have  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  many  of  our  citizens  for  a  considerable  time  past ; 
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the  organization  of  its  successor  should  be  sucli  as  would 
command  the  most  general  confidence  and  would  leave  the 
least  room  for  cavil  or  reproach.  The  new  system  is  at- 
tended with  heavy  expense,  but  any  expenditure  of  the 
public  money  will,  I  am  sure,  be  cheerfully  borne,  when 
found  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  property 
and  the  demoralization  of  youth,  which  were  the  necessary 
attendants  of  an  insufficiently  governed  Fire  Department. 

Commending  to  you  this  subject  as  one  deserving  your 
best  consideration,  and  trusting  that  you  will  endeavor  to 
make  the  new  department  satisfactory  to  all  our  citizens, 
by  its  fairness  as  well  as  its  eflEiciency,  I  shall  unite  with 
you  in  all  proper  measures  of  further  legislation  that  you 
may  deem  necessary.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  create  a  loan  for  a  House  of  Correction . 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  PhiladeljMa  do  ordain^  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelpliia 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than 
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par.on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  for  a  House 
of  Correction,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  which  in- 
terest, not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
shall  be  paid  half  yearly  on  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  principal  of 
said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty 
years  from  the  d^te  of  the  same,  and  not  before,  without  the 
consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and  the  certificates  therefor 
in  the  usual  form  of  the  Certificates  of  City  Loan,  shall  be 
issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not 
for  any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  if  re- 
quired in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the 
loan  therein  mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable 
free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
thereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  Ordinance,  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates  and 
from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  said  certificates  ;  and  the  further  sum  of  three- 
tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certifi- 
cates so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  said 
income  and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its  ac- 
cumulations are  hereby  especially  pledged  for  the  redemp- 
tion and  payment  of  said  certificates.

recently  under  consideration  before  your  Finance  Committee. 

I  have  no  recommendation  to  make  especially  in  regard 
to  this,  but  I  must  urge  upon  you  in  a  general  way,  as  I 
have  always  done,  that  you  should  do  everything  that  is 
legal  and  proper,  to  meet  all  just  responsibilities,  to  uphold 
the  City's  honor,  and'to  be  impartial  in  your  action.

Gentlemen  : — We  hold,  as  fiduciaries,  for  upwards  of 
one  hundred  and  forty-five  different  estates,  certificates  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  of  loans  created  prior  to  the  pass- 
age of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  25th  February,  1862,  to  the 
amount  of  five  hundred  and  forty  nine  thousand  dollars.  We 
have  demanded,  and  have  been  refused,  payment  in  coin  of 
the  July  interest  thereon.  We  have  also  been  refused  pay- 
ment, in  United  States  notes,  of  $11,301,  due  us  as  the 
July  interest  on  $376,700  of  its  loans,  created  subsequent 
to  said  Act,  held  for  the  same  estate,  but  in  separate  certifi- 
cates. The  reason  assigned  by  your  Treasurer,  for  this 
last  refusal,  is  his  inability  to  separate  the  payments  on  his 
books  of  interest  on  the  different  loans. 

We  are  advised  that  we  have  a  right  to  receive  in  coin, 
interest  on  the  loans  prior  to  1862,  and  that  it  is  our  duty 
to  enforce  it. 

We  are  also  advised  that  our  receipt  of  such  interest  in 
Treasury  notes,  though  under  protest,  would,  there  being 
no  decision  establishing,  in  law,  an  actual  pecuniary  differ- 
ence in  value,  between  the  two  kinds  of  currency,  or  any 
standard  for  its  measurement,  prejudice  this  right. 

Many  of  those  for  whom  we  act,  are  in  immediate  need  of 
their  interest. 

We  request  that  you  will  instruct  the  City  Treasurer  to 
pay  us  in  coin,  the  interest  upon  all  loans  prior,  and  in 
currency,  the  interest  upon  all  loans  subsequent,  to  the  Act 
of  1862. 

If  unwilling  to  give  such  instruction  as  to  payment  in 
coin,  we  respectfully  request  in  justice  to  our  cestui  que 
trusts,  and  as  a  means  of  saving  the  City  from  an  appear- 
ance of  repudiating  interest,  payment  upon  loans  concern- 
ing which  there  is  no  dispute,  that  you  will  authorize  the 
City  Treasurer  to  enter  into  some  arrangement  with  us,  by 
which  pending  suit  we  will  be  enabled  without  prejudice, 
to  receive  interest  upon  the  later  loans,  or  upon  all  in 
Treasury  notes. 

This  could  be  done  as  to  the  earlier  loans,  we  are  advised, 
by  his  delivering  to  us  a  paper  signed  by  him,  agreeing  to 
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a  valuation  in  coin,  as  of  the  day  of  payment  of  all  interest 
received  in  notes,  and  acknowledging  the  fact  of  our  protest- 
ing that  our  receipt  upon  the  books  shall  not  be  taken  as 
being  other  than  upon  account,  or  for  more  than  for  such 
worth  in  coin  of  the  notes. 

"VVe  would  also  most  respectfully  suggest,  with  a  view  to 
saving  attorney's  fees  and  costs  in  some  two  hundred  and 
fifty  suits,  which  we  must  otherwise  bring,  that  you  will 
authorize  the  City  Solicitor  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  us,  by  which  the  City  and  ourselves  will  as  to  all  other 
loans  held  by  us  be  bound,  by  the  decision  of  one  suit 
brought  by  us  as  a  test.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  ; — I  return  the  resolution  entitled  "  Reso- 
lution to  authorize  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets 
Passenger  Railroad  Company  to  make  Locust  street  east 
of  Fifteenth  street,  and  Broad  street,  a  place  of  temporary 
rest  for  the  horse  cars,"  without  my  approval. 

The  language  of  the  resolution  is  very  ambiguous,  and 
it  might  very  well  be  that  greater  privileges  would  be 
claimed  under  it,  than  it  was  your  intention  to  grant,  while 
it  bestows  upon  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  Rail- 
way Company  indulgences  of  doubtful  legality,  and  to  my 
mind  of  pernicious  tendency. 

This  company  obtained  from  the  Legislature  at  its  last 
session  authority  to  run  a  railroad  through  Locust  street 
within  the  limits  of  their  road,  and  under  this  authority, 
they  have  the  right  to  do  all  that  ought  to  be  properly  in- 
ferred from  your  resolution.     The  resolution  of  Councils 
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provides,  "that  the  said  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets 
Passenger  Railway  Company  are  authorized  to  make 
Locust  street  east  of  Fifteenth  and  Broad  streets  a  place  of 
temporary  rest  for  their  cars,  to  enable  them  to  take  on 
their  cars  those  persons  attending  the  Academy  of  Music 
and  adjacent  places  of  amusement,  and  thus  enable  the  cars 
to  resume  their  places  on  the  regular  line  on  fifteenth 
street,"  and  certainly  there  is  no  need  of  any  action  on  the 
part  of  the  municipal  authorities,  to  authorize  the  cars  to 
be  stopped  or  to  make  temporary  rests  to  enable  them  to 
receive  passengers,  as  that  is  the  purpose  of  the  company's 
charter,  and  one  without  which  the  road  would  not  have 
been  constructed. 

So  far  therefore  as  such  purpose  is  intended,  the  reso- 
lution is  unnecessary,  and  all  legislation  that  is  not 
necessary  is  unwise. 

If,  however,  it  is  proposed  to  interpret  the  right  to  make 
Locust  street  a  place  of  temporary  rest  as  an  authority  for 
having  it  a  stand  for  cars,  or  for  making  any  siding 
adjacent  to  the  track,  then  it  is  an  obstruction  of  a  street 
already  not  too  wide  for  its  uses,  which  will  be  disadvan- 
tageous to  travel,  and  a  great  annoyance  to  those  residing 
upon  the  street.  That  the  object  is  to  accommodate  those 
frequenting  the  Academy  of  Music  and  adjacent  places  of 
amusement,  affords  but  little  reason  for  this  unprecedented 
favor,  and  if  such  a  reason  be  recognized,  other  railway 
companies  may  rightfully  expect  from  Councils  a  similar 
license  for  the  attendants  of  the  Chestnut  and  Walnut 
street  theatres,  as  well  of  the  many  other  prominent  places 
of  amusement  with  which  our  City  abounds. 

It  would  be  a  dangerous  precedent,  and  the  inconvenience 
proposed  to  be  remedied  is  really  too  slight  for  serious  con- 
sideration ;  a  single  square's  walk  from  Broad  street  will 
enable  people  to  reach  the  cars  of  this  company,  and  to 
avert  this  short  walk  it  is  asked  that  a  system  shall  be 
adopted  obstructive  of  the  streets,  interfering  with  the 
neighborhood,  and  bringing  passenger  car  travel  into  con- 
stant collision  with  hackmen  and  drivers  of  carriages. 
Your  resolution  also  wants  the  power  of  revocation  by  you, 
omitted  inadvertently  I  have  no  doubt,  for  it  is  at  variance 
with  your  uniform  legislation,  which  reserves  to  the  City  at 
all  times  the  unlimited   control  of  its  highways,  and  the 
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power  to  take  away  any  license  when  you  deem  it  unsafe 
or  injurious. 

B7  many  of  our  citizens,  passenger  railway  companies 
are  looked  upon  with  disfavor,  because  of  the  extraordinary 
bounties  and  privileges  they  have  received ;  streets  ready 
graded  and  paved,  have  been  used  without  pay,  while  other 
railroad  companies  must  make  compensation  for  the  ground 
and  for  iis  adaptation  for  use,  and  the  managers  of  these 
companies  should  be  more  careful  in  asking  public  favors, 
lest  they  may  reach  a  point  at  which  the  public  antagonism 
may  be  aroused.  This  resolution  therefore  cannot  have  my 
approval ;  any  construction  of  it  brings  me  to  the  belief 
that  the  proposed  grant  is  injudicious,  and  I  therefore  in- 
vite your  reconsideration  of  it.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Consolidation  Act  makes  it  the  duty 
of  the  Mayor  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  all  such  meas- 
ures as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  security,  health, 
cleanliness,  improvement  and  welfare  of  the  City,  and  I 
proceed  in  the  performance  of  this  duty  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  Councils  to  some  public  matters  which  imperatively 
require  your  prompt  action. 

The  highest  object  of  Law  is  protection,  and  where  this  is 
not  given  to  life  and  property,  there  can  be  no  government 
which  will  command  respect.  For  this  purpose,  before  and 
beyond  any  other,  are  our  taxes  levied,  and  paid,  as  in  this 
connection  even  health,  cleanliness,  comfort  and  improve- 
ment, must  always  be  secondary  and  subordinate. 

Our  City  has  an  area  of  nearly  if  not  quite  one  hundred 
and  twenty  square  miles ;  it  has  over  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand inhabitants  and  the  population  is  increasing  in  an  ex- 
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ceedinglj  rapid  ratio,  so  much  so,  as  to  require  during  the 
past  year  nearl}''  five  thousand  new  dwelling  houses,  and 
yet  our  police  force,  all  told,  numbers  but  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-nine,  of  which  seventy-three  embrace  the  su- 
perior officers  and  those  for  various  details  not  directly 
connected  with  the  watch,  and  less  than  three  hundred  and' 
fifty  is  the  largest  number  on  duty  as  a  patrol  force  at  any 
one  time,  even  in  the  darkest  hours  of  the  longest  nights, 
and  in  this  connection  I  would  again  ask  your  attention  to 
the  recent  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  which  says:  ''  We 
have  in  Philadelphia  but  one  police  officer  to  every  one 
thou-and  inhabitants,  whilst  of  the  neighboring  cities,  New 
York  has  one  to  every  500,  Boston  one  to  every  600,  Balti- 
more the  same,  Charleston,  S.  C,  one  to  every  400,  and  New 
Orleans  with  only  180,000  inhabitants,  has  actually  more 
policemen  than  Philadelphia  with  over  800,000 ;  nothing 
will  illustrate  the  insufficiency  of  the  force  so  well  as  a 
statement  of  the  lengths  of  the  beats  in  the  different  districts. 

"  In  the  First  District  the  length  of  each  day  beat  will 
average  37  squares,  and  the  night  beat  21  squares. 

"  Second  District  day  beats  20  squares,  night  beats  16 
squares.

Thus  it  is  manifest  that  such  a  force  is  wholly  inadequate 
to  the  wants  of  our  people,  and  but  for  the  personal  vigi- 
lance of  our  citizens  it  woukl  have  served  but  to  invite 
offences.  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  to  you  the  im- 
mediate increase  of  the  police  force,  and  the  adoption  of 
such  measures  for  their  action,  discipline  and  efficiency  as 
you  may  deem  expedient  and  neccessary.  No  time  should 
be  lost  in  maturing  this  important  measure.  The  summer  has 
left  us  and  the  season  is  approaching  when  vigilance  and 
protection  are  most  needed.  It  is  in  tlie  winter  time  par- 
ticularly, that  the  idle  and  depraved,  who  always  abound 
in  large  cities,  are  more  active  in  preying  upon  the  commu- 
nity ;  added  to  whom,  and  following  in  the  wake  of  an  excel- 
lent and  industrious  emigration,  there  are  often  to  be  found 
bad  men  of  dissolute  habits,  and  to  whom  crimes  of  the  most 
atrocious  character  are  not  unfamiliar,  who  being  too  well 
known  in  their  own  countries,  seek  our  shores  to  aflSict  us 
by  their  depredations  also,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the 
number  of  these  will  be  greatly  increased  by  the  termination 
of  the  present  European  war.  These  and  other  like  features 
are  in  front  of  us,  and  we  should  be  prepared  to  meet  them. 

Unbolted  yerd  gates  and  open  doors  and  windows  of 
stores  and  dwellings  through  the  dark  hours  of  the  night,  as 
has  hitherto  been  reported  by  the  officers,  should  no  longer 
happen.  Our  citizens  must  add  their  own  precautions  to 
the  efforts  you  will  make  through  an  adequate  and  efficient 
police  force,  and  then  the  community  will  enjoy  a  better 
protection  than  they  have  had  for  a  long  time  past. 

In  short,  whatever  you  may  do  having  a  tendency  to  pre- 
serve the  public  peace,  to  give  increased  protection  to  life 
and  property,  and  to  bring  to  summary  and  condign  pun- 
ishment the  perpetrators  of  crime,  will  have  my  prompt  sanc- 
tion and  co-operation. 
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I  again  recommend  to  you,  as  I  have  more  than  once 
already  done,  that  there  shall  be  a  change  in  the  mode  of 
electing  the  engineers  of  the  Fire  Department.  It  is  an 
anomaly  in  our  system  of  government,  that  public  officers 
whose  duties  are  prescribed  by  law,  who  are  subject  only 
to  public  control,  and  who  are  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury, 
shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  private  associations. 
The  past  has  shown  that  the  mode  of  choice  is  unsatisfactory, 
the  engineers  too  often  consider  themselves  the  representa- 
tives of  those  who  elect  them,  and  on  whom  they  depend 
for  re-election  and  continuance  in  office.  This  change  alone 
will  effect  much  good,  the  power  already  vested  in  the 
engineers  is  sufficient,  if  wisely  and  impartially  used,  and 
when  their  governing  officers  are  chosen  by  the  municipal 
authorities,  or  by  the  people,  the  outbreaks  which  have 
characterized  our  Fire  Department  (and  which  I  regret  to 
say  have  occurred  since  you  last  met)  v/ill  no  longer  take 
place.  Under  such  a  regulation  the  Fire  Department  can  be 
an  efficient  auxiliary  of  the  Police,  while  under  its  present 
phase  it  has  too  often  called  the  aggressive  duties  of  the  latter 
department  into  requisition.  These  things,  gentlemen, 
ought  to  command  your  immediate  attention,  bearing  as 
they  do  directly  upon  the  peace  and  character  of  our  City, 
and  the  safety  and  comfort  of  its  inhabitants;  and  I  have  an 
abiding  confidence  that  your  return  to  public  duty  after 
the  summer  vacation,  will  be  marked  by  your  continued 
determination  to  be  faithful  representatives  in  doing  all 
that  is  necessary  for  our  people's  prosperity  and  happiness.

My  Dear  Sir  : — Your  note  inquiring  "by  what  authority 
the  iron  railing  on  the  Laurel  street  front  of  Shackamaxon 
square  has  been  removed"  has  been  received. 

In  reply,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  I  am  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  Eastern  Cohocksink  Creek  Sewer,  under 
a  contract  with  the  City.  The  work  opposite  the  square 
being  about  twenty  feet  deep,  requires  the  whole  street,  and 
about  three  feet  of  each  sidewalk,  to  be  excavated.  The  soil 
a  few  feet  from  the  surface,  as  you  are  aware,  is  composed  of 
a  bed  of  quicksand,  and  notwithstanding  the  most  extra- 
ordinary precaution  the  sidewalk  and  a  portion  of  the  square 
inside  of  the  railing  settled,  carrying  the  railing  with  it  and 
breaking  the  eastern  portion  into  sections.  Upon  consulta- 
tion with  the  Superintendent  of  the  square  I  caused  that 
portion  of  the  railing  lying  on  the  ground,  as  well  as  a  por- 
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tion  of  that  standing,  (fearing  further  damage,)  to  be  care- 
fully stored  away,  with  a  view  of  protecting  the  City's 
property. 

At  the  proper  time,  so  soon  as  the  condition  of  the  work 
will  allow  it,  I  shall  cause,  under  ijour  direction,  the  pave- 
ment of  the  sidewalk  to  be  repaved,  the  railing  reset,  and 
that  portion  of  the  square  depressed  by  my  work  to  be 
properly  graded  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  you.

Dear  Sir: — In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  your 
Committee,  I  have  had  prepared  a  plan  exhibiting  all  the 
properties  that  would  be  covered  by  an  extension  of  Spring 
Garden  street  eastward,  from  Sixth  street  to  the  Delaware 
river. 

Your  directions  were  given  in  compliance  with  a  joint 
resolution  of  Councils,  asking  for  your  report  upon  the 
expediency  of  extending  Spring  Garden  street  from  Sixth 
street  to  the  Delaware,  with  a  width  corresponding  with 
that  westward  of  Sixth  street,  approved  June  2d,  1870, 

It  will  be  observed  that  if  the  street  was  continued  in  the 
same  line  as  now  open  and  in  use,  its  northern  line  would 
cross  Green  street  between  Third  street  and  St.  John  street, 
and  at  Delaware  avenue  strike  very  near  the  northwesterly 
corner  of  Coates  street.  This  would  cut  property  lines  at 
so  great  a  disadvantage  as  to,  I  believe,  outweigh  any  advan- 
tages which  its  projectors  could  promise.  I  have,  therefore, 
sketched  another  line,  diverging  southwardly  at  Sixth  street 
with  angle  of  five  and  half  degrees,  so  as  to  conform  in  direc- 
tion to  the  lines  of  properties  fronting  on  Sixth  street,  and 
all  the  streets  eastward  to  and  including  Second  street — 
excepting  the  few  lying  upon  the  easterly  side  of  the  York 
road — from  a  point  half  way  between  Second  street  and 
New  Market  street  to  Front  street,  a  large  proportion  of  the 
properties  front  upon  Green  and  Dana  streets,  and  are 
therefore  cut  laterally  and  entirely  destroyed.  Eastward 
of  Front  this  line  would  diverge  again  to  the  south  with  a 
light  angle,  so  as  to  make  the  north  line  of  Green  street  to 
the  Delaware  the  northern  line  of  the  new  street    the  ne- 
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cessary  widening  to  be  attained  by  taking  the  })roperty 
south  of  Green  street  for  a  width  of  seventy  feet. 

As  to  the  cost  of  this  projected  street  extension.  I  can 
only  report  the  assessed  values  of  the  properties  within  and 
affected  by  the  lines  as  exhibited  on  plan,  which  are  as 
follows:

Much  of  this  I  believe  is  below  what  might  be  termed  its 
market  value.  The  length  is  about  three  thousand  feet ; 
the  paving  and  curbing  of  which,  with  twenty-five  feet  foot- 
ways and  fifty  feet  carriage-way,  would  cost  about  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars. 

I  cannot  estimate  the  opening  and  preparing  for  public  use 
of  such  an  avenue  as  has  been  proposed  by  the  resolution 
of  Councils  referred  to,  at  a  less  amount  than  one  million 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  Chief  .En- 
gineer informing  Councils  that  he  had  suspended  the  "In- 
dependence Steam  Fire  Engine  Company"  and  the  "  Good 
Will  Hose  and  Steam  Fire  Engine  Company"  for  alleged 
rioting  on  the  morning  of  .July  3d,  1870 ;  respectfully  re- 
port that  they  have  carefully  examined  into  the  charges 
made  against  both  of  said  companies.  From  the  testimony 
taken  before  your  Committee  we  have  no  doubt  that  these 
companies  on  July  8d,  last,  at  two  o'clock,  a.  m.  were  en- 
gaged in  a  fight  at  Twenty-third  and  Callowhill  streets. 
We  could  not  learn  the  origin  of  the  disturbance,  but  it  was 
of  short  duration  and  quelled  by  the  police  arresting  one  of 
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the  rioters  and  separating  the  contending  companies.  It 
did  not  appear  that  any  damage  was  done  to  either  persons 
or  property.  These  companies  have  now  been  out  of  ser- 
vice four  months,  and  during  that  time  have  behaved  or- 
derly and  peaceable.  They  have  also,  at  the  suggestion  of 
your  Committee,  entered  into  a  mutual  arrangement  whereby 
all  cause  for  future  trouble  will  be  removed.  This  agree- 
ment is  as  follows,  and  signed  by  the  president  of  each  com- 
pany, viz.:  "Philadelphia,  October  17th,  1870.  This 
"  agreement  made  the  above  date  between  the  Good  Will 
"  Hose  and  Steam  Fire  Engine  Company  and  the  Indepen- 
"  dence  Steam  Fire  Company  is  to  be  binding  upon  both 
"  companies  alike.  We  do  hereby  agree,  that  when  the  ap- 
"  paratus  of  the  two  companies  shall  come  together  in 
"  going  to  a  fire,  if  the  company  in  the  rear  wishes  to  go 
"  faster  than  the  company  ahead,  they  shall  turn  off  and  take 
"  another  street.  We  do  also  agree  that  when  the  hose  car- 
"  riage  of  either  company  shall  be  in  the  railroad  track 
"  ahead  of  the  steam  engine  of  the  other  company,  the  hose 
"  carriage  shall  be  turned  out  of  the  track  to  give  the  right 
"  of  way  to  the  steam  engine,"  The  locality  occupied  by 
said  companies  needs  protection  from  loss  by  fire,  they 
being  the  only  steam  engines  in  the  neighborhood. 

For  the  reasons  mentioned,  your  Committee  think  these 
companies  have  been  sufficiently  punished,  and  would  re- 
commend tliat  they  be  restored  to  active  service,  deducting 
from  each  company  two  months'  pay,  dating  from  July  6th, 
1870,  and  accordingly  submit  the  annexed  resolution  and 
recommend  its  adoption.

Sir: — In  response  to  a  request  for  a  communication 
stating  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  openmg  of  Spring  Gar- 
den street  of  increased  width  from  Sixteenth  to  Eighteenth 
street,  I  would  state: 

That  by  a  resolution  of  Councils,  approved  May  19th, 
1866,  Spring  Garden  street  from  Sixteenth  to  Eighteenth, 
was  ordered  to  be  opened  according  to  the  confirmed  plan 
of  the  City.  By  that  plan,  forty-four  feet  five  inches  was 
to  be  taken  off  of  the  property  on  the  south  side,  and 
twenty-five  feet  seven  inches  off  of  the  property  on  the 
north  side. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Eichard  ISI orris,  filed  thereafter,  on 
October  27th,  1867,  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  for  the 
appointment  of  a  jury  to  assess  the  damages  occasioned  to 
the  property  owners  by  that  widening,  the  Court  appointed 
a  jury. 

The  report  of  this  jury  was  filed  May  30th,  1868,  by 
which  they  assessed  the  following  damages  : 

To  Matthews  &  Moore $32,500  00 

"  Thomas  Potter 20,000  00 

"  EichardNorris 40,500  00 

Total $93,000  00 

Of  these  damages  awarded  of $93,000  00 

There  was  assessed  upon  the  adjoining  prop- 
erty owners  as  benefits 18,238  63 

The  balance  amounting  to §74,761  37 

was  placed  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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A  number  of  exceptions  to  this  report,  were  filed  by 
parties  who  were  dissatisfied ;  and  the  report  was  event- 
ually set  aside  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  It  was 
then  taken  by  a  certiorari  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
State,  where  the  decree  or  order  of  the  Quarter  Sessions 
was  reversed,  and  the  report  remitted  back  to  that  lower 
court  for  confirmation,  and  finally  confirmed  by  that  Court, 
January  19th,  1870. 

On  this  report,  both  Thomas  Potter  and  Richard  ISTorris 
have  brought  suits  against  the  City  for  the  damages  awarded 
them,  in  the  District  Court.  Richard  Norris  has  obtained 
a  judgment,  but  as  the  District  Court  have  refused  to  allow 
him  interest  on  his  award  from  the  date  of  filing  the  report, 
and  only  from  its  confirmation,  he  has  taken  his  case  to  the 
Supreme  Court  b}''  a  writ  of  error  on  that  point. 

The  City  is  bound,  in  the  first  instance,  to  pay  to  the 
parties  awarded  damages,  the  whole  amount  of  those  dam- 
ages, and  reimburse  herself  to  the  amount  placed  upon 
properties  benefited,  by  collecting  those  amounts  from  them. 
Of  the  amount  thus  assessed,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand 
dollars  has  thus  far  been  collected,  and  liens  are  filed 
against  the  properties  unpaid  as  practised  by  law,  and  the 
collections  will  be  made  as  fast  as  practicable. 

The  2d  section  of  the  Act  of  April  1st,  186-1,  (1  P.  L.  207,) 
provides  in  regard  to  reports  of  road  juries  and  opening  of 
streets, ''  when  said  award  is  confirmed  by  the  Court,  the  streets 
shall  forthivith  be  opened  by  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia."  Believing  it  to  be  my  duty  under 
that  Act,  I  notified  the  Cliief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
in  July  last,  that  the  report  of  the  jury  in  this  matter  had 
been  finally  confirmed,  and  that  said  street  ouglit  to  be 
widened  according  to  the  confirmed  plan.  No  action  being 
taken  by  the  City  authorities  to  open  said  street,  on  Octo- 
ber 8th,  1870,  John  G.  Palairet  and  others,  trustees  under 
the  marriage  settlement  of  Mary  Ann  Hamilton,  (ngainst 
whose  lots  on  Spring  Garden  Street  part  of  said  damages 
had  been  assessed  and  paid  by  them,)  filed  their  petition  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  praying  for  a  writ  of  man-' 
damns  against  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  to 
compel  him  to  open  said  part  of  Spring  Garden  street. 

As  the  practice  heretofore  has  been  to  await  the  pa}'-- 
ment  of  the  damages  awarded,  and  as  the  Act  of  1861,  was 
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questioned  by  some  to  be  constitutional,  I  deemed  it 
proper,  whatever  my  opinion  might  be,  to  have  a  judicial 
construction  of  that  act,  and  framed  the  pleadings  to  raise 
that  point. 

The  Court  upon  the  following  Saturday  after  the  case 
was  argued,  delivered  an  opinion  sustaining  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  act,  and  the  City's  power  under  it,  to  open 
a  street  as  soon  as  the  report  of  a  jury  of  damages  on  the 
same  was  confirmed. 

In  pursuance  of  that  opinion,  a  peremptory  writ  of  man- 
damus has  been  issued  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Pligh- 
ways,  ordering  him  to  open  the  street, 

I  may  state,  that  I  am   informed   that  Messrs.  Matthews 
and  Moore  will  resist  this;  and  when  the  property  in  front 
of  their  works  is  entered  upon,  that  they  will  apply  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain.     This  will  raise  the  question  again.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  annexed  communication  from  the 
Chief  Engineer,  informing  Councils  that  he  had  suspended 
from  service  the  Good  Will  and  Philadelphia  Steam  Fire 
Engine  Companies  for  alleged  riot  on  the  morning  of  July 
10th  last,  respectfully  reports  that  the}^  have  duly  examined 
into  the  charge  against  the  above  named  companies,  and 
heard  such  testimony  as  was,  in  their  opinion,  pertinent 
and  necessary.  Each  company  was  represented  by  the 
president,  and  after  the  testimony  of  police  officers,  present 
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on  the  occasion  of  the  riot,  vvns  concluded,  they  declined  to 
call  and  examine  any  witnesses. 

Mr.  William  Duncan,  President  of  the  Philadelphia,  was 
examined  as  a  witness,  and  while  he  saw  a  party  of  uica 
running  towards  the  Schuylkill  with  a  hose  carriage,  yet  he 
saw  no  disturbance,  and  knew  nothing  of  the  rioting  from 
his  own  knowledge.  Sergeant  Thomas  Whalin,  and  officers 
William  McClure  and  James  Drumgoold  were  also  ex- 
amined and  testified.  From  the  testimony  taken  by  the 
Committee,  we  are  satisfied  that  a  serious  riot  took  place  on 
Sunday  morning,  July  10th  last,  between  the  Good  Will  and 
Philadelphia  Engine  Companies.  How  it  originated  we 
could  not  discover,  except  that  at  a  fire  soon  after  midnight 
of  Saturday,  July  9th,  near  Twenty-fourth  and  Sansom 
street,  the  hose  carriage  of  the  "Good  Will"  was  captured 
by  a  crowd  of  men  supposed  to  be  members  or  adherents 
of  the  "Philadelphia,"  and  thrown  into  the  Schuylkill 
river.  About  one  o'clock  the  same  morning  (Sunday)  a  fire 
broke  out  in  the  large  mill  on  Broad  street,  below  Vine. 
The  Philadelphia  Engine  Company  attended,  and  was  in 
service  at  this  fire.  They  were  attacked  on  Broad  street 
and  on  Eace  street  by  members  and  adherents  of  the  "  Good 
Will,"  who  were  seen  coming  out  of  the  engine  house  with 
clubs,  and  wearing  the  equipments  of  the  company.  The 
mob  was  so  large  as  to  render  fruitless  the  efforts  of  the 
police,  and  when  the  "Philadelphia"  reached  Seventeenth 
and  Cherry  streets  they  halted  their  carriage,  and  the  two 
parties  indulged  in  a  pitched  battle.  Pistols  were  fired,  and 
paving  stones  and  bricks  thrown.  The  police  were  injured 
in  endeavoring  to  quell  the  riot,  and  some  of  the  combatants 
were  arrested,  with  stones  and  bricks  in  their  hands  and 
pockets.  The  riot  was  finally  i^uelled.  During  the  morn- 
ing of  the  same  day,  the  hose  carriage  of  the  "Good  Will  " 
was  recovered  from  the  Schuylkill,  and  the  members  and 
adherents  of  the  company,  in  conveying  the  carriage  to  tlie 
engine  house,  proceeded  down  Sansom  street  to  Seventeenth, 
evidently  designing  to  create  another  riot  with  the  "  Phila- 
delphia," whose  house  is  on  Seventeenth,  above  Sansom. 
As  the  carriage  of  the  "Good  Will"  reached  Seventeenth 
street,  and  on  passing  the  house  of  the  "Philadelphia," 
another  fight  took  place,  as  might  have  been  expected. 

This  series  of  fiorhts  and  disturbances  was  disgraceful. 
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annoying,  and  alarming  to  peaceful  citizens,  dangerous  to 
innocent  spectators,  and  violating  the  usual  Sabbath  peace 
and  quiet  of  our  City. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case, 
your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  while  the  past  record 
and  history  of  these  two  fire  companies,  in  many  respects, 
has  been  honorable,  and  many  of  their  members  are  good 
firemen  and  law  abidintr  citizens,  yet  they  are  responsible 
for  and  must  suffer  the  consequences  of  the  riotous  conduct 
of  their  disorderly  members  and  adherents.  These,  and  all 
otheri?,  must  beUaught  to  respect  the  law  and  authority  of 
Councils.  Many  of  the  members  and  adherents  of  the  fire 
companies  in  our  City  are  so  reckless  and  disorderly,  that 
the  police  authorities  are  helpless,  unless  we  sustain  them  in 
the  enCorcement  of  the  Ordinances  of  Councils. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  would  report  that  the 
Good  Will  and  Philadelphia  Steam  Fire  Engine  Companies 
are  guilty  of  riot  on  Sunday,  July  10th  last,  and  as  a  punish- 
ment therefor,  the  severest  penalty  should  be  inflicted. 
They  accordingly  submit  the  annexed  Ordinance,  and 
recommend  its  passage.

Provided  aho,  That  the  City  Commissioners  shall  draw 
no  warrants  for  the  pay  of  canvassers  or  election  officers 
in  any  divison,  unless  said  canvassers  or  election  officers 
shall  have  returned  the  election  law,  Bible  and  press,  to 
the  office  of  said  Commissioners ;  and  the  controller  shall 
countersign  no  warrant  drawn  for  rent  of  room  at  any 
public  house,  nor  until  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the  actual 
occupant  of  the  premises  at  the  time  of  the  election  : 

And  provided  further,  That  said  Commissioners  shall  pre- 
pare under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
suitable  specifications  for  all  the  supplies  for  printing, 
blank  books,  binding  and  stationery  contemplated  by  tliis 
Ordinance.  And  the  said  Commissioners  shall  advertise  in 
the  month  of  January,  in  three  daily  newspapers,  and  three 
times  in  each  for  proposals  for  furnishing  said  supplies  for 
the  year  1871,  in  conformity  with  said  specifications;  said 
proposals  to  be  opened  by  the  said  Commissioners,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  contract 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.  And  no  order  for 
supplies  shall  be  given  in  anticipation  of  the  Avants  of 
the  Department,  but  shall  be  ordered  only  from  time  to 
time  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  requisition  from 
said  regular  business  of  the  Department.  And  warrants 
shall  be  drawn  for  the  said  appropriation  by  the  City  Com- 
missioners in  conformity  with  existing  Ordinances.

Montgomery  avenue,  or  to  Berks  street,  and  make  their 
circuit  east  and  west.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department 
woukl  respectfully  report,  That  in  pursuance  of  the  annexed 
resolution^duly  referred  to  them,  they  have  been  for  several 
months  past  considering  the  subject  of  an  entire  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Fire  Department.  Numerous  defects  in  the 
volunteer  system  have  long  been  apparent,  and  many  evils 
have  been  developed  by  it.  Remedies  have  been  attempted 
and  others  contemplated,  but  the  necessity  for  a  complete 
revolution  in  the  manner  of  extinguishing  fires,  in  order 
to  secure  the  desired  end  has,  with  time,  grown  more  im- 
perative. The  present  system,  now  venerable  with  age,  was 
established  for  a  laudable  purpose,  and  while  our  City  was 
a  small  municipality,  answered  well  the  object  of  its  insti- 
tution. 

But  as  our  borders  increased,  and  population  multiplied, 
corruptions  entered  into  the  ancient  and  honorable  body  of 
firemen.  The  companies,  in  many  instances,  were  no  longer 
managed  by  the  quiet  and  law  abiding  citizens  who  answered 
the  cry  and  alarm  of  fire,  to  save  the  lives  and  property  of 
their  neighbors,  but  by  those  who  sought  the  excitement 
of  a  fire  as  an  occasion  to  dash  through  our  streets  like 
madmen,  fomenting  riot  and  disorder,  and  often,  instead  of 
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saving  property,  augmenting  its  damage  and  destruction  by 
fire,  water,  and  theft.  The  time  is  within  the  recollection 
of  us  all,  when  the  firemen's  riots  made  our  fair  City  a  by 
word  and  proverb  throughout  the  land. 

This  continued  for  some  years,  and  until  after  the 
breaking  out  of  the  war  with  Mexico,  at  which  time,  many 
of  the  turbulent  members  and  adherents  of  our  fire  com- 
panies sought  a  new  field  for  the  exercise  of  their  pugna- 
city. 

The  reorganization  of  the  police  system,  and  the  con- 
solidation of  the  several  districts  into  one  "  City"  also  had  a 
salutary  effect  in  suppressing  the  spirit  of  disorder.  Then 
again,  the  invention  of  the  steam  fire  engine,  and  its  in- 
troduction into  our  midst  was  of  great  utilit3^  ^  This  im- 
provement, it  will  be  remembered,  was  bitterly  opposed,  but 
it  was  not  long  before  nearly  every  engine  company  became 
the  possessor  of  a  steam  fire  engine.  Until  within  the 
present  year,  included  among  the  companies  composing 
the  Fire  Department,  there  were  forty-seven  (47)  steamers; 
these  with  forty  other  companies,  hose,  hand-engine  and 
hook  and  ladder  made  a  total  of  eighty-seven  (87)  com- 
panies. 

This  number  is  now  found  to  be  too  great,  and  the  ex- 
perience of  the  past  few  years,  has  made  evident  the 
actual  necessity  of  still  further  reform. 

After  carefully  considering  this  important  subject,  your 
Committee  have  decided  to  report  in  favor  of  the  establish- 
ment of  what  is  known,  as  the  Paid  system,  in  which  every 
man  who  toils,  endures  hardships,  and  risks  his  life,  for 
the  good  of  others,  shall  be  compensated  therefor.  Other 
cities  have  set  us  an  example  in  this  respect. 

Boston,  New  York,  Baltimore,  Cincinnati,  Chicago,  St. 
Louis,  and  our  neighbor  Camden  have  "each  a  Paid  Depart- 
ment. 

Your  Committee  have  visited  New  York,  Boston,  Balti- 
more and  Camden.  They  were  courteously  received  by 
the  officers  connected  with  the  Fire  Departments  of  those 
cities,  every  facility  afforded  us  of  examining  the  workings 
of  the  same,  and  all  desired  information  readily  given. 

The  Paid  system  in  those  cities  seems  an  entire  success. 
While  the  New  York   Department   is  admirable,  yet  we 
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deem  it  unnecessarily  expensive,  in  permanently  employ- 
ing every  man  connected  with  the  Department. 

The  Boston,  Baltimore,  and  Camden  Departments,  are 
preferable,  as  being  less  expensive,  and  we  think  equally 
effective.  In  these,  only  a  small  number  of  the  employees 
are  permanently  employed,  being  those  who  are  necessary 
to  convey  the  apparatus  to  fires :  the  remainder  attending 
to  their  daily  business,  and  answering  for  duty  upon  the 
proper  alarm. 

In  regard  to  the  propriety  of  organizing  a  Paid  Fire  De- 
partment, we  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  enter  into  any  elabo- 
rate arguments  in  its  behalf. 

The  subject  has  been  frequently  brought  to  your  notice, 
both  in  Councils  and  in  the  daily  press.  In  December, 
1867,  a  report  Avas  presented  from  a  Special  Committee,  of 
which  Mr.  James  H.  Billington  was  Chairman,  reporting  an 
Ordinance  for  the  organization  of  a  Paid  Department,  but 
it  met  with  defeat. 

We  find  that  wherever  the  Paid  system  is  in  use,  the  loss 
of  property  by  fire  and  water  has  been  greatly  decreased, 
and  tlie  rate  of  insurance  diminished  in  the  same  pro- 
portion. 

In  a  moral  point  of  view,  the  advantages  accruing,  can- 
not be  stated  in  mere  numerals. 

The  actual  expense  to  the  City  will  of  course  be  greater, 
but  we  think  that  the  community  will  be  fully  compensated 
for  the  outlay. 

The  appropriation  made  to  our  Fire  Department  for  the 
present  year  is  $113,250.00,  while  the  annual  cost  of  the 
Department  organized  as  we  recommend,  will  be  about 
$300,000. 

Boston  has  30  companies,  costing  $250,000. 

Baltimore  has  9  companies,  costing  $100,000. 

Camden  has  3  companies,  costing  $8,200. 

New  York  has  52  companies,  costing  §960,000. 

Your  Committee  would  also  state,  that  since  the  appoint- 
ment by  Select  Council,  on  October  27th  last,  of  a  Sj)ecial 
Committee  on  Paid  Fire  Department,  we  have  Avith  great 
harmony  acted  in  concert  with  the  gentlemen  composing 
that  Committee.  They  visited  Baltimore  with  us,  and  we 
have  welcomed  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  as 
they  were  pleased  to  make. 
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In  conclusion,  believing  that  Philadelphia  should  no 
longer  be  behind  her  sister  cities,  but  that  we  should  at 
once  inaugurate  a  reform  which  will  meet  the  approbation 
of,  and  be  of  lasting  good  to  the  community,  we  submit 
the  accompanying  Ordinance,  with  the  concurrent  approval 
of  the  said  Special  Committee  of  Select  Council,  and  respect- 
fully urge  its  adoption.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Fire  Department  shall 
consist  of  five  (5)  Fire  Commissioners,  one  Chief  Engineer, 
five  Assistant  Engineers,  and  as  many  foremen,  enginemen, 
hosemen,  hook  and  ladder  men,  and  other  persons,  to  be 
divided  into  companies,  as  the  number  of  engines,  and 
other  fire  apparatus  belonging  to  the  City,  shall  from  time 
to  time  require. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  of  good  character,  and  shall  be  elected  as 
follows :  two  by  Select  Council,  one  of  whom  shall  rep- 
resent the  minority  in  said  Chamber,  and  three  by  Com- 
mon Council,  one  of  whom  shall  represent  the  minority  in 
said  Chamber. 

The  said  Commissioners,  when  elected,  shall  draw   for 
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their  respective  term  of  office,  say  two  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  and  three  for  the  term  of  four  years  ;  and  every 
second  year  thereafter,  at  the  first  stated  meeting  of 
Councils  in  the  month  of  February,  there  shall  be  elected 
in  the  same  manner,  two  or  three  persons,  as  the  case  may 
be.  who  shall  serve  for  the  terra  of  four  years.  The 
minority  in  Councils,  shall  at  all  times  be  entitled  to  two  of 
said  Commissioners,  one  from  each  chamber. 

Sect.  3.  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  disqualifi- 
cation, or  removal  of,  or  the  neglect,  or  refusal  to  perform 
the  duties  incumbent  upon  their  offices  by  any  or  all  of 
said  Commissioners,  the  Councils  shall  proceed  at  once  to 
fill  such  place  or  places,  by  a  new  election  as  above  pro- 
vided, and  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  proceed 
at  once  to  organize  a  Department  to  consist  of  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-two  steam  fire  engines,  and  five  hook  and  ladder 
companies ;  and  thereafter  such  number  of  companies  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  and  directed  by 
Councils.  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of,  and  entire 
control  over  all  officers  and  employees,  and  of  the  property 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  held  strictly  account- 
able therefor  to  Councils,  by  whom,  upon  conviction  of 
dereliction  of  duty,  malfeasance  in  office,  or  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  after  a  hearing  be- 
fore the  Joint  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  they  shall  be 
removed  from  office. 

Sect,  5.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  keep  a  correct 
record  of  all  their  proceedings,  subject  at  all  times  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Mayor  and  Councils,  or  other  committees, 
and  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of.  January,  prepare  an 
accurate  report  to  Councils  of  the  state  of  the  Department. 
They  shall  have  authority  to  fit  up  and  appropriate  to  their 
use,  and  of  the  Engineers,  suitable  rooms  as  offices,  the 
necessary  expenses  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the 
funds  appropriated  ibr  the  use  of  the  Department,  and  the 
President  of  the  Commissioners  shall  have  authority  to 
draw  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  sura  or 
sums  of  money,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  require,  not 
exceeding  the  annual  appropriation  by  Councils:  Provided^ 
That  all  bills  for  expenditures  shall  first  be  submitted 
to,  and  approved  by,  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department.

They  shall  have  power  to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  of 
any  fire  company,  and  to  reorganize  any  company,  and 
they  shall  also  adopt  a  suitable  uniform  to  be  worn  by  the 
officers  and  men.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also 
have  authority  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government,  discipline,  and  good  order  of  the  Department, 
and  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  as  they  may  think  ne- 
cessary, and  expedient :  Provided,  Such  rules  and  regula- 
tions be  not  inconsistent  with  any  ordinance  of  Councils. 

Sect.  6.  That  immediately  on  the  election  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  as  herein  provided  for,  they  shall  meet 
and  organize,  and  elect  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Mes- 
senger. The  Secretary  and  Messenger,  by  virtue  of  their 
office,  shall  be  members  of  the  Fire  Department.  The 
Secretary  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  to  the 
Chief  Engineer.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also 
give  notice,  that  they  are  prepared  to  receive  applications 
for  membership  in  the  Fire  Department,  and  proposals  for 
the  sale  or  lease  to  the  City  of  such  fire  apparatus,  houses, 
horses,  and  other  property  needed  by  them  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Department. 

Sect.  7.  All  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall  be  persons  of  good  moral  character,  and  be 
entitled  to  retain  their  respective  positions  for  and  during 
good  behavior,  and  for  such  times  as  they  perform  their 
duties  harmoniously  with  their  associates  and  satisfiictorily 
to  the  Fire  Commissioners.  They  shall  not  be  subject  to 
removal  on  account  of  any  political,  religious,  or  other 
sentiment  entertained  by  them,  so  long  as  such  opinion 
or  sentiment  does  not  interfere  with  the  faithful- and  effi- 
cient discharge  of  their  duties  as  members  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  as  follows : 

Fire  Commissioners,  each  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars 
per  annum. 

Chief  Engineer,  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  per  annum. 

Secretary  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  twelve  hundred 
(1200)  dollars  per  annum. 

Messenger  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  eight  hundred 
(800)  dollars  per  annum. 
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Assistant  Engineers,  each,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars 
per  annum. 

Enginemen,  each,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  per  annum. 

Firemen,  each,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars  per  annum. 

Tillermen  and  drivers,  each,  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
(750)  dollars  per  annum. 

Foremen,  each  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars  per 
annum. 

And  the  Hose,  and  Hook  and  Ladder  men,  each,  thre# 
hundred  and  sixty  (360)  dollars  per  annum. 

And  all  of  the  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly. 

Sect.  9.  Every  officer  and  member  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  sign  the 
following  agreement  to  be  deposited  with  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners : — • 

*' I,  A.  B.,  having  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Philadelphia  Fire  Department,  hereby  signify  my  agreement 
to  abide  by  all  the  Ordinances  of  the  Councils,  and  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  relating  thereto." 

Any  officer,  or  member,  who  shall  neglect,  or  refuse  to 
sign  the  same,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  com- 
pensation whatsoever. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
shall  be  an  officer,  or  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  nor 
shall  any  person  be  an  officer,  or  member  who  is  not  a  legal 
voter  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  com- 
mand at  fires,  over  the  Assistant  Engineers,  officers,  and 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all.  other  persons, 
who  may  be  present  at  fires.  He  shall  direct  all  proper 
measures  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  protection  of 
property  and  preservation  of  order.  It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  examine  into  the  condition  of  all  the  fire  apparatus,  and 
houses  connected  therewith,  as  often  as  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners or  Councils  may  require ;  and  whenever  the 
engines  or  other  apparatus  shall  need  alterations  or  repairs, 
he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Fire  Commissioners, 
who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  made.  He  shall  trans- 
mit to  the  Fire  Commissioners  all  returns  of  officers, 
members,  and  companies;  keep  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  tbe 
respective  companies,  specifying  the  time  of  admission 
and  discharge,  and  name,  age,  occupation,  and  residence, 
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of  each  member.  He  shall,  annually,  in  the  month  of 
January,  and  oftener,  if  required  by  the  Fire  Commission- 
ers or  Councils,  report  to  them  of  the  condition  of  the 
houses,  fire  apparatus,  and  other  property  of  the  Depart- 
ment, together  with  the  names  of  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  various  companies;  the  number  of  fires  since  last 
report,  the  causes  thereof,  and  the  extent  of  damage  as 
near  as  can  be  ascertained. 
•  Sect.  12.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the 
Assistant  Engineer,  to  be  designated  by  him,  shall  execute 
the  duties  of  his  office,  with  full  powers. 

Sect.  13.  Every  engine  company,  shall  have  one  engine- 
man,  one  fireman,  and  one  driver,  who  shall  be  perma- 
nently employed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and 
about  the  engine  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent ; 
and  shall  also  have  one  foreman,  and  eight  hosemen. 

Sect.  14.  Every  hook  and  ladder  company,  shall  have 
one  driver  and  one  tillerman,  who  shall  be  permanently 
employed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the 
truck  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent :  and  shall 
also  have  one  foreman  and  ten  members. 

Sect.  15.  The  property  of  each  engine  company  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  one  steam  fire  engine,  one  hose  car- 
riage, one  thousand  feet  of  hose,  together  with  such  other 
apparatus  for  effectual  service  as  the  Fire  Commissioners 
shall  deem  necessarj'-,  and  four  horses.  The  use  of  said 
horses  shall  be  controlled  by  the  foreman  of  each  of  the 
several  companies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  in  such  manner  as  his  judgment  may  dictate. 

Sect.  16.  The  property  of  each  hook  and  ladder  com- 
pany shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  ladder  truck,  and 
all  necessary  ladders  and  implements,  and  three  horses. 

Sect.  17.  The  F'ire  Commissioners,  Chief  and  Assistant 
Engineers,  and  the  Foremen  of  companies,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  exercise  the  powers  of  police  officers 
in  going  to,  while  at,  and  returning  from  any  fire  that  may 
occur,  or  alarm  be  given. 

Sect,  18.  Each  engine  company  may  have  extra  men  not 
exceeding  four  m  number,  and  each  hook  and  ladder  com- 
pany not  exceeding  six,  to  be  named  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners by  the  Foremen  of  the  respective  companies.  They 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  pay,  except  when  ordered  on  duty 
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in  tlie  place  of  absentees,  Avhen  thej  shall  receive  the  same 
pay,  to  be  deducted  from  the  monthly  salary  of  such  ab- 
sentees. Said  extra  men  shall  be  furnished,  by  the  Com- 
missioners, with  hat  and  badge,  without  charge  therefor; 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  company  to  which  they  are 
attached  they  shall,  if  worthy  and  competent,  be  eligible  to 
promotion  to  fill  the  same. 

Sect.  19.  The  Fire  Commissioners  may  grant  to  any 
officer  or  member  of  the  Department,  if  they  deem  it  com- 
patible with  the  interests  of  the  Department,  a  vacation,  not 
exceeding  two  weeks  in  any  one  year,  upon  such  terms  as 
they  may  think  expedient. 

Sect.  20.  The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
remove  such  of  the  fire-alarm  signal  boxes  as  may  not  be 
needed,  and  locate  the  same  and  such  others  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary,  and  they  shall  also  make  such  modifica- 
tions in  said  boxes  and  the  manner  of  giving  alarms  of 
fire  as  they  shall  consider  requisite  and  necessary  for  the 
efficient  working  of  the  Fire  Department:  Provided,  The 
same  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of 
Fire- Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph. 

Sect.  21.  The  present  Fire  Department  is  hereby  placed 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  said  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, subject  to  their  rules  and  regulations;  and  they 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  suspend  any  company 
or  companies  from  active  service  for  violation  of  the  same, 
or  dismiss  them  from  the  Fire  Department.  The  present 
Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  are  hereby  directed  to  report 
to,  and  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Fire  Com- 
missioners; and  whenever  they  shall  deem  the  services  of 
the  said  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  no  longer  necessary, 
their  term  of  office  shall  cease,  but  their  salaries  shall  be 
paid  up  to  the  time  when  the  term  of  office  for  which  they 
were  elected  under  existing  ordinances  shall  expire. 

Sect.  22.  That  the  sum  of  lour  hundred  thousand  dollars 
be,  and  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Fire  Commissioners, 
lbr_the  purchase  of  apparatus,  houses,  and  otlier  property, 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  Department  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one.  And  the  Fire 
Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  ad- 
visable, to  lease  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  length  of 
time  as  they  shall  think  necessary  and  expedient,  such  of 
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the  apparatus,  houses,  and  other  property  of  the  present 
fire  companies  as  will  insure  the  immediate  and  efficient 
service  of  the  Department. 

Sect.  23.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  injure,  deface,  or  in  any  manner  destroy  any  of 
the  fire  apparatus,  or  property  of  the  same,  or  any  Police 
or  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph  Box  or  Wire,  or  hinder,  or  ob- 
struct any  Engineer,  or  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  or  any 
member  thereof,  or  officers  of  the  Department,  from  freely 
passing  along  the  streets  of  the  city,  to  or  from  a  fire,  or  in 
any  manner  hinder  or  prevent  any  of  the  said  fire  com- 
panies, or  any  member  or  officer  of  the  Department  from 
operating  at  any  fire. 

Sect.  24:.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  for  any  person  or 
persons,  knowingly,  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false 
alarm  of  fire  by  means  of  the  telegraph  signal  boxes. 

Sect.  25.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  to  have  in  his,  or  their  possession,  use,  or 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  or  used,  any  key,  or  keys  to  any 
fire-engine,  hook  and  ladder  house,  or  telegraph  signal  box, 
nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  not  a  member  or  officer 
of  the  Fire  Department,  use,  or  wear,  any  part  of  the 
uniform  determined  upon  by  the  Fire  Commissioners, 
without  their  permission  first  had,  and  obtained. 

Sect.  26.  Any  person,  or  persons,  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Sections  23,  24,  and  25,  of  this  Ordinance, 
shall  suffer,  and  pay,  a  fine  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  City. 
Such  fine  to  be  recoverable  as  like  penalities  are  now  by 
law  recoverable. 

Sect.  27.  That  the  Ordinance,  approved  January  30th, 
1855,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  reorganize  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  all  other 
Ordinances,  or  parts  of  Ordinances  inconsistent  herewith,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

road, having  given  this  important  matter  their  attention, 
and  received  a  report  from  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor as  to  the  practicability  of  such  an  arrangement,  beg 
leave  to  say  that  in  their  opinion  it  should  be  affected  at  the 
earliest  day,  before  improvements  reach  the  locality  to  in- 
crease difficulties  and  expense.  In  this  the  safety  of  our 
citizens  is  the  important  point  to  be  gained,  and  not  only 
of  their  using  our  city  streets,  but  also  the  many  thousands 
yearl_y  passing  upon  the  Connecting  Railroad  between  New 
York  and  our  city.  A  proper  arrangement  of  streets  will, 
we  believe,  give  great  business  advantages  to  the  entire  line 
of  road,  corresponding  in  a  great  measure  with  the  charac- 
ter of  business  sites  now  existing  along  the  line  of  the 
Reading  Railroad  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  with  the  advan- 
tages that  while  they  have  all  the  facilities  of  railroad,  as 
well  as  street  connection,  they  will  not  be  interfered  with, 
by  grade  crossings  with  the  incidental  loss  of  time  and  in- 
security to  public  travel.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Coupcils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Joint  Committee  on  the  Census,  ap- 
pointed in  accordance  with  the  preamble  and  resolution  ap- 
proved November  11th,  1869,  respectfully  report  that  they 
had  several  meetings  in  connection  with  representatives  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Commercial  Exchange,  the  Frank- 
lin Institute,  and  with  Gen.  Gregory,  United  States  Marshal 
for  the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania,  who  has  charge 
of  the  census  for  this  part  of  the  State,  in  regard  to  the  de- 
tails both  of  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  and  of  the 
industrial  statistics;  and  up  to  the  time  that  the  result  as 
to  population  was  proclaimed,  we  had  confidently  expected 
that  the  population  would  be  correctly  stated.  But  when 
this  publication  was  made  your  Committee,  in  common 
with  all  intelligent  citizens,  was  impressed  with  the  belief 
that  the  work  of  the  Assistant  Marshals  had  been  very  im- 
perfectly performed,  and  that  some  grievous  error  must 
have  occurred  in  the  enumeration.  They  at  once  deter- 
mined to  test  the  correctness  of  the  return  by  selecting 
some  one  Ward  for  re-enumeration  by  careful  men  under 
our  personal  supervision,  and  proceeded  to  make  a  count 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Eighth  Ward,  the  results  of  which 
appear  in  the  subsequent  tables  and  statements  of  this  re- 
port. 

We  also  had  conferences  with  Gen.  Gregory  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  were  gratified  to  learn  that  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  on  representation  of  the  fiicts  to  him,  promptly 
ordered  a  re-enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  whole 
City.  We  earnestly  hope  that  this  re-eiiumeration  will  be 
made  with  o,  sincere  purpose  to  correct  the  deficiencies  and 
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supply  the  omissions  of  the  first  canvass,  and  that  the  large 
number  of  citizens  temporarily  absent  in  July  last,  when  the 
chief  part  of  the  first  enumeration  was  made,  will  be  sought 
out  and  correctly  enrolled.  If  such  a  course  is  pursued, 
the  results  will  be  far  more  correct  and  satisfactory. 

Your  Committee  caused  an  enumeration  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Eighth  Ward  to  be  made  with  great  care  and 
faithfulness,  by  persons  known  to  us  to  be  intelligent  and 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  several  divisions.  The 
plan  was  a  simple  one,  of  recording  the  number  of  every 
house  in  regular  street  lists,  and  putting  down  the  number 
of  inhabitants  to  each  house,  both  on  November  10th  and 
on  June  1st.  Two  competent  men,  one  an  officer  and  one 
an  experienced  canvasser,  canvassed  each  election  division 
together,  using  the  registry  list  of.  voters  as  a  guide  and  a 
check,  and  each  one  carefully  and  separately  recording  the 
result. 

A  copy  of  the  form  of  heading  used  is  here  attached,  as 
follows :

2.  How  many  persons,  young  and  old,  including  servants, 
boarders,  lodgers  and  all,  are  there  in  the  family? 

3.  Are  there  any  other  families  in  the  house? 

4.  Are  there  any  single  lodgers  occupying  rooms? 

5.  Are  there  any  persons  temporarily  away,  who  really 
belong  here? 

6.  How  many  persons,  all  put  together,  live  or  make 
their  home  and  lodging-place  at  this  house  on  November 
10th? 
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7.  How  many  were  there  on  June  1st,  to  the  best  of  your 
recollection? 

Omit  no  building  having  a  number:  if  no  people  reside 
or  sleep  in  a  store,  or  other  like  building,  write  the  number, 
and  enter  the  words  "  no  residents." 

It  will  be  seen  that  these  questions  touch  directly  on  the 
more  common  source  of  error  in  the  United  States  enumera- 
tions, namely,  the  persons  truly  belonging  in  the  City  as 
inliabitants,  yet  temporarily  away  on  summer  travel  or  at 
seaside  residences.  Yet  with  all  the  care  possible,  it  was 
often  difficult  for  our  canvassers  to  identify  all  the  actual 
residents  of  a  division  on  the  first  of  June  last.  It  would 
be  easy  to  get  those  residing  there  on  November  10th,  but 
if  a  family  had  removed,  or  was  temporarily  absent,  no  one 
would  be  found  to  give  definite  information  respecting  them. 
For  these  reasons  not  only  is  our  own  enumeration  for  June 
1st  necessarily  short  of  the  population  at  that  time,  but  the 
United  States  census  taken  in  July  and  August  was  short 
in  a  greater  degree.  And  if  the  re-enumeration  now  going 
on  is  taken  only  from  recollection  of  those  residing  at  each 
house  in  June,  the  mere  lapse  of  time,  with  inevitable 
changes  of  residence,  will  greatly  reduce  the  aggregate. 

We  feel  confident  that  the  aggregate  we  have  obtained 
for  November  10th,  is  almost  absc^lutely  correct,  while  that 
for  June  1st  is  only  short  of  the  true  return,  for  the  rea- 
sons just  stated.  The  difficulty  experienced  by  our  can- 
vassers was  often  great,  and  we  can  well  understand  that 
the  United  States  Deputy  Marshals,  poorly  paid  as  they 
were,  could  excuse  themselves  for  not  making  returns  in 
the  more  difficult  cases.  But  none  have  been  recorded  in 
this  enumeration  who  were  not  known  to  be  residents  at 
tlie  time  named,  so  that  the  real  population  was  greater  by 
the  amount  of  so  many  floating  residents,  at  least,  as 
scarcely  have  fixed  residences  in  families. 

It  is  also  proper  to  say  that  students,  as  well  as  all  stran- 
gers, travellers,  and  persons  belonging  elsewhere,  have  been 
carefully  excluded  from  our  enumeration. 

We  have  identified  hundreds  of  persons  omitted  from  the 
United  States  census  for  June :  the  greater  number  being 
of  absent  families,  but  many  being  servants,  residents  at 
hotels,  &c.     The  difference  of  two  thousand  between  our 
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return  for  June  1st  and  that  of  the  United  States  census,  is 
a  gain  of  ten  per  cent,  on  the  original  count,  and  we  are 
confident  that  the  true  popuhition  of  the  City  taking  this 
Ward  as  a  guide,  is  at  least  twelve-and-a-half  per  cent,  more 
than  the  census  made  it,  or  82,160  added  to  657,179,  making 
a  total  of  739,339.  It  may  be  more,  and  it  cannot  be  less 
than  this  number. 

We  have  been  much  impressed  by  the  evidence  of  great 
defects  in  the  system  of  taking  the  United  States  census 
under  the  Act  of  1850.  The  number  of  enumerators  is 
wholly  inadequate;  they  cannot  personally  know  much,  if 
anything,  of  the  districts  to  which  they  are  assigned  ;  they 
cannot  call  for  the  number  of  inhabitants  until  long  after 
June  1st,  and  in  July  and  August,  great  numbers  of  citizens 
are  out  of  town.  They  cannot  get  information  at  a  day  so 
late,  and  after  two  or  three  fruitless  calls  to  learn  the  names 
and  numbers  of  residents  in  houses  then  closed,  they  aban- 
don the  attempt.  And  again  the  pay  of  these  canvassers 
is  wholly  insufficient  for  the  labor  they  must  perform  to  do 
their  work  well. 

The  secret  feature  of  the  census,  is  also  a  great  difficulty 
in  the  absence  of  local  superintendents.  The  canvasser 
has  no  one  to  apply  to  for  instruction,  and  no  help  out  of 
any  difficulty.  He  is  tempted  to  conceal  his  deficiency, 
therefore,  and  to  justify  himself  for  not  obtaining  that  which 
he  is  neither  instructed  nor  paid  to  obtain.  The  whole 
system  is  almost  hopelessly  defective  and  inadequate  and 
without  supervision  at  the  time,  and  careful  revision  after- 
ward, cannot  be  trusted  to  either  give  us  a  true  account  of 
population,  or  a  reliable  statement  of  industrial  production. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  census  of  manufac- 
tures, as  originally  taken  by  the  United  States  Deputy 
Marshals,  is  quite  inaccurate,  and  far  short  of  a  complete 
return.  To  our  personal  knowledge,  instances  of  the 
omission  of  very  large  establishments  have  occurred.  A 
vigorous  efltbrt  should  be  made  to  obtain  the  proper  infor- 
mation, and  to  secure  its  incorporation  in  the  official  re- 
turns of  the  census. 

We  append  a  tabular  statement  of  the  results  for  the 
Eighth  Ward,  giving  the  population  of  each  election  di- 
vision, acccording  to  our  form,  namely,  first  on  ISloveiubor 
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10th,  second  on  June  1st:  and  add  a  comparison  with  the 
number  of  occupied  houses,  the  number  of  taxables  for 
1870 ;  the  number  of  registered  voters  for  October ;  the 
votes  actually  cast  in  October,  and  the  proportions  of  inhabi- 
tants to  each  occupied  house,  and  to  each  vote  cast.  These 
proportions  will  constitute  a  guide  to  the  enumeration  in 
other  Wards,  and  for  the  whole  city  also.  Any  citizen  can 
take  these  proportions  and  calculate  for  himself,  to  de- 
termine the  probable  error  of  other  Wards,  or  of  the  City 
generally. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  desire  to  return  their 
thanks  to  Mayor  Fox,  for  the  prompt  tender  of  the  aid  of 
the  police,  of  which  we  availed  ourselves,  to  assist  the 
enumerations.  And  also,  do  we  especially  desire  to  return 
our  thanks  to  Mr.  Lorin  Blodget,  late  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  for  his  efficient  aid  in  suggesting  details  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  work  was  done,  and  for  his  assistance 
in  revision  of  the  work,  and  computation  of  the  results 
obtained. 

We  also  feel  that  our  citizens  are  under  obligations  to 
Hon.  A.  C.  Harmer,  M.  C.  elect  from  the  Fifth  district  of 
our  State,  for  his  activity  and  success  in  obtaining  from  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  an  order  to  U.  S.  Marshal 
Gregory,  to  recount  the  population  of  our  city,  which  au- 
thority is  now  being  acted  on,  and  we  trust  with  a  result 
much  more  satisfactory  to  our  citizens.

Gentlemen: — In  reply  to  your  joint  resolution,  direct- 
ing the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  inform  Councils 
when  the  contractor  for  repairing  the  Penrose  Ferry  bridge, 
is  required  to  complete  the  same,  I  would  respectfully 
report  that  under  the  contract  and  specification,  the  time  for 
the  completion  of  the  work  was  fixed  for 

That  the  work  has  not  been  finished  as  specified  in  con- 
tract is  no  fault  of  the  contractor,  for  owing  to  the  depth  of 
water  at  pier  site,  the  removal  of  the  obstructions  in  the 
channel,  and  the  mud  bottom,  could  be  done  only  for  the 
most  part  at  and  about  low  water,  causing  slow  progress. 
The  succession  of  unusual  high  water  at  that  particular 
time  still  further  increased  the  difficulties  and  delays.  At 
the  sinking  of  the  crib,  an  unavoidable  occurrence  required 
it  to  be  taken  up  and  sunk  a  second  time.  I  will  add  that 
the  Department  has  unlimited  confidence  in  the  contractor, 
Jonathan  Powell,  and  believe  that  he  has  not  only  used  all 
required  energy  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  to  its  com- 
pletion within  the  specified  time,  but  has  done  his  work  well 
and  conscientiously.     The  condition   of  the  work  is  such 
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that  we  believe  the  bridge  may  be  opened  for  use  early  in 
December.  May  I  be  permitted  to  add,  that  those  navi- 
gating the  river  have  served  notices  upon  us,  demanding 
the  addition  of  fenders  to  the  piers.  After  all  the  work 
contracted  for  and  necessary  repairs  to  the  draw  have  been 
completed,  we  will  have  an  unexpended  balance  of  appro- 
priation, amounting  to  $3,104,  but  this  balance  will  not  be 
sufficient  to  construct  the  lenders  by  about  $8,300.

Gentlemen: — As  Master  Warden  of  the  Port  of  Phila- 
delphia, I  desire  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  dan- 
gerous condition  of  the  navigation  of  the  Schuylkill  river  at 
Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  by  reason  of  the  want  of  proper  fenders 
being  at  the  abutments  and  piers. 

As  a  very  large  amount  of  the  commerce  of  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia  has  to  pass  by  this  point,  and  as  the  masters 
and  ship  owners  are  continually  making  complaints,  and 
unless  proper  safety  be  accorded  to  them,  they  will  refuse 
to  enter  a  stream  in  which  they  are  liable  to  be  sunk  by 
striking  on  the  piers  of  the  said  bridge. 

I  therefore  most  respectfully  request  your  Honorable 
body  will,  for  the  interest  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  and 
the  safe  navigation  of  the  Schuj'lkiJl  river,  make  such  ap- 
propriation as  will  enable  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
of  the  City  to  complete  proper  fenders  at  the  abutments  and 
piers,  before  the  closing  of  the  wide  channel  or  span  of  two 
hundred  feet.

Gentlemen  : — During  the  past  year  the  Trustees  of  the 
Gas  Works  have,  in  order  to  lay  ])ipe,  broken  in  many 
places,  the  Nicholson  pavement  on  North  Broad  street,  and 
from  some  cause  permitted  these  breaks  to  remain  open 
until  they  became  very  offensive  to  citizens  residing  in  the 
vicinity,  and  dangerous  to  those  driving  on  the  street. 

Numerous  complaints  having  been  made  to  this  Depart-

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ment  of  the  bad  condition  of  the  street,  orders  were  issued, 
the  required  repairs  made  and  the  bills  for  the  work  pre- 
sented to  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works,  who  positively 
declined  to  pay  them. 

As  the  cost  of  repairing  breaks  in  improved  pavements 
is  very  great,  and  as  this  Department  has  no  appropriation 
to  meet  the  expense  thereof,  nor  can  we,  for  want  of  knowl- 
edge as  to  how  many  openings  of  this  kind  are  to  be  made, 
form  any  estimate  of  tlie  amount  of  money  that  will  be 
requil-ed  to  make  the  repairs  rendered  necessary  by  these 
breaks,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  Councils  take  such 
action  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  prevent  the  breaking 
of  any  street  where  improved  pavement  has  been  laid,  for 
the  purpose  of  introducing  gas  pipe,  unless  the  entire  cost 
for  repairing  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  Department  of 
Highways  and  a  permit  issued  therefrom.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Finance  have  consid- 
ered the  Controller's  statement  of  the  Finances  of  the  City, 
and  are  gratified  to  find  that  by  reasonable  reductions  in 
the  estimated  expenses  of  the  various  Departments,  some 
of  which  have  already  been  made  by  the  Committee,  in  the 
estimates  which  they  have  considered  a  tax  rate  of  one 
dollar  and  eighty  cents  on  the  hundred  will  yield  a  suffi- 
cient revenue  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  City  govern- 
ment for  the  year  1871,  provided  the  next  Councils  act 
judiciously  in  making  extra  appropriations.  The  Commit- 
tee are  pleased  to  state  that  the  financial  condition  of  the 
City  is  annually  getting  better  under  the  same  rate  of  taxa- 
tion, and  that  Councils  have  been  enabled  to  keep  pace  with 
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the  rapid  growth  of  the  City,  by  providing  all  necessary  public 
improvements.  The  loans  have  increased  to  a  great  extent 
in  consequence  of  the  late  rebellion,  the  purchase  and 
improvement  of  Fairmount  Park,  and  other  important  im- 
provements ;  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  their  extin- 
guishment is  provided  for  by  the  annual  appropriation  to 
the  Sinking  Fund  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  them  off  in 
thirty  years.  The  expenses  of  our  City  government  have 
been  very  small  compared  with  the  expenses  of  other  cities, 
and  by  future  economy  on  the  part  of  Councils,  not  only 
capital  but  citizens  of  other  places  will  be  drawn  to  Phila- 
delphia, on  account  of  the  low  rate  of  taxation. 

The  Committee  have  also  levied  a  tax  of  six  cents  for  the 
erection  of  the  public  buildings,  believing  that  that  rate  will 
yield  a  sufficient  sum  for  the  next  year.  We  therefore  sub- 
mit the  annexed  Ordinance  to  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes 
for  the  year  1871,  and  recommend  its  passage.

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AN  OEDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  tax  for  the  year  1871. 

Section  1.  The  Select  awe?  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Pliiladelphia  do  ordain^  That  tbe  Board  of  Revision  are 
hereby  authorized  aod  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the 
taxable  property  returned  by  the  Assessors  as  the  assessment 
made  in  the  year  1870,  (exeept  such  as  are  marked  "  agri- 
cultural and  farm  lands,"  and  "rural  or  suburban,")  a  tax 
of  one  dollar  and  eighty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars,  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable  inhabi- 
tant of  the  City  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  tlie  year  1871,  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects,  for  the -said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  nine  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-six 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  often  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eleven  cents. 

Item  G.  For  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  seven  and  a  half 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  nineteen  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  city  property, 
the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  two  and  a 
half  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  four  and  a  half  cents. 

Item  12.  For  street  cleansing,  the  sum  of  three  and  three- 
quarter  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  fourteen  and  three-eighths  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  Ordinance ; 
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and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "  agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one  half  of  the 
highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions 
marked  "  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for 
the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on 
the  assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2d,  185-i. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "  A  further  supplement  to  an 
Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  April 
17th,  1861,"  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made 
to  the  payers  of  taxes  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-pay- 
ment by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate  of  nine 
per  cent,  per  annum,  from  the  date  of  the  payment  until  the 
first  day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber ;  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per 
cent. ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  October, 
then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent,  shall  be  added 
to  and  payable  on  the  same;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  December,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  tlie  same. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Revision  are  also  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  forthwith  to  levy  (in  addition  to  the  levy 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  Ordinance)  on  the  taxable 
property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assessment  made 
in  the  year  1870,  a  special  tax  of  six  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars,  for  the  erection  of  the  public  buildings,  as  is  pro- 
vided for  by  Act  of  Assembly  approved  August  5th,  1870. 
And  it  is  hereby  Provided,  That  the  fund  created  by  said 
special  tax  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  in  the  treasury 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Assembly.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  organize  a  House  of  Correction  and  Employment  forthe  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  House  of  Correction  and 
Employment  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  managed 
by  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  elected  bj  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  said  Citj. 

Sect.  2.  On  the  fourth  stated  meeting  of  Councils  in  De- 
cember, Anno  Domini  1870,  the  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils shall  elect  ten  persons,  five  persons  by  Select  and  five 
by  Common  Council,  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  serve  as 
Managers  of  said  House  of  Correction  and  Employment. 
And  thereafter  on  the  fourth  stated  meeting  of  Councils  in 
December  in  every  year  each  chamber  shall  elect  one  per- 
son to  serve  as  said  Manager  for  the  term  of  five  years. 
And  any  vacancy  which  shall  occur  in  the  said  Board  shall 
be  supplied  by  a  special  election  held  by  the  chamber  in 
which  the  vacancy  may  occur,  for  the  unexpired  term,  to 
be  held  as  early  as  convenient  after  such  vacancy  is  known 
to  exist 

Sect.  3.  The  Board  of  managers  elected  by  the  said 
Councils  shall  meet  for  organization  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
January,  Anno  Domini  1871,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every 
succeeding  year,  in  the  Common  Council  Chamber,  or  at 
such  other  place  as  they  may  select,  when  they  shall  determine 
by  lot  the  terms  for  which  they  shall  serve,  viz. :  two  for 
one  year,  two  for  two  years,  two  for  three  years,  two  for 
four  years  and  two  for  five  years ;  at  which  meeting  there 
shall  be  elected  a  President  and  Secretary.  The  President 
to  be  chosen  from  among  the  Managers. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  take  possession  of 
the  two  wings  of  said  House  of  Correction  and  Employment, 
which  are  to  be  finished  for  occupancy  on  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  October,  1871,  or  as  soon  as  the  same  are  fin- 
ished, as  well  as  any  portion  of  said  House  of  Correction 
and  Employment  which  from  time  to  time  is  finished  and 
ready  for  oecupanc}^  of  the  building  which  i.j  now  under 
contract,  on  the  Pennepack  Creek,  in  the  Twenty-third 
Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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Sect.  5.  The  Board  Managers  of  shall  be  fully  competent 
to  make  and  frame  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  House  of  Correction  and  Employment  as  to 
them  may  seem  proper,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  such  case 
made  and  provided,  approved  the  fourteenth  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  1868,  provided  the  same  be  first  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  6,  All  appropriations  to  said  Board  of  Managers 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  said  House  of  Correc- 
tion and  Employment  shall  be  made  by  the  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia ;  and  all  bills  contracted  by  the  said 
Board  of  Managers  shall  be  first  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  House  of  Correction  of  Councils.

The  Common  Council  to  concur  in  all  the  other  amend- 
ments of  Select  Council  to  said  bill  excepting  those  to  the 
first  and  second  sections.

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of  February,  there  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner, 
three  or  four  persons,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  Select 
or  Common  Council,  in  which  the  vacancies  may  occur,  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  four  years.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  considered  the  petition  of  Alexander 
G.  Cattell,  Elijah  G.  Cattell,  Henry  Bumm,  and  Charles  T, 
Yerkes,  for  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and 
forty-three  cents  to  pay  them  as  extra  compensation  for  the 
erection  and  construction  of  the  Chestnut  Street  Bridge.

In  the  year  1867,  Henry  Simons  presented  to  Councils  a 
communication  asking  for  extra  compensation  for  said  erec- 
tion and  construction  of  the  superstructure,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  that  year.  The 
Committee,  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  evidence 
furnished  by  Henry  Simons,  presented  a  majority  and 
minority  report.  (See  Ajjpendix  of  Common  Council,  Vol. 
1,  1867,  Nos.  252  and  253.)  The  majority  reported  back 
the  communication,  with  a  negative  recommendation.  The 
minority  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $79,274.33. 
The  bill  making  the  appropriation  expired  with  the  Coun- 
cils of  1867,  they  having  taken  no  action  thereon.  After 
the  expiration  of  three  years,  and  after  another  assignment 
of  the  claim,  during  which  time  the  parties  in  interest 
allowed  their  claim  to  sleep,  the  new  assignees'  present 
their  petition  to  Councils.  It  is  certain  they  have  no  legal 
claim,  or  they  would  have  proceeded  at  law  to  collect  it: 
and  not  having  a  legal  claim  it  is  not  in  the  province  of 
Councils  to. make  the  appropriation  to  pay  it.  The  con- 
tractors for  the  superstructure  had  purchased  some  time 
before  they  entered  into  the  contract  all  the  iron  required 
for  the  bridge  at  low  prices,  and  if  they  had  used  it  for  the 
bridge  instead  of  government  work,  they  would  no  doubt 
have  fulfiled  their  contract  without  any  loss.  Mr.  Simons 
did  not  become  assignee  till  March,  1865,  and  he  assumed 
the  obligations  of  the  contract  after  all  the  loss,  if  any,  had 
been  incurred  by  reason  of  the  advance  of  prices.     Messrs. 
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"Wilcox  &  Whiting,  the  contractors,  never  made  any  claim 
upon  the  City  for  extra  compensation.  The  contractors,  or 
their  assignee,  were  not  delayed  in  erecting  the  superstruc- 
ture, as  appears  by  the  evidence  of  Strickland  Kneass,  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.  He  says  he  notified  them  in  jNJay, 
1864:,  that  the  mason- work  was  ready  for  the  superstructure. 
They  did  not  commence  to  put  up  the  superstructure  until 
May,  1865,  one  year  afterwards  ;  they  could  have  put  up 
their  false  works  June  20th,  1864:,  but  at  that  time  their 
castings  were  not  all  ready,  which  was  their  fault,  on  ac- 
count of  doing  work  for  the  government.  The  false  works 
■were  not  put  up  till  a  year  afterwards,  September,  1865 ; 
there  were  only  about  one-half  of  the  segments  casted. 
The  bridge  was  not  done  till  July,  1866.  The  Committee, 
therefore,  report  back  the  petition  with  a  negative  recom- 
mendation, and  request  the  passage  of  the  annexed  resolu- 
tion.
